Few understand'how to.'send water 
samples to laboratories 
properly, 


the state board of health, says. Un- 
necessary .delay in...ascertaining the 
quality of suspected' water is caus- 
ed by the practice of sending; sam- 
ples in bottles, and without icing. 
No specimens thus 
shipped 
are 


ever examined, because an e.xamin- 
ation would not disclose the true 
condition of the water. 
"Oa account of the container not 


being, qarefully sterilized and not 
containing a glass stopper," the 
board explained, "the sample un- 
quesionally 
is contaminated. It is 


necessary to: deliver the_ water to 
the laTjorator-y in practically 
the 


same condition in which it is. col- 
lected. For this reason the sam- 
ple must be iced before shipment/' 


The rules require that if watei- 


is sent to a state laboratory spec- 
ial sterile -containers be requested 
of the local health officer, .who will 
order theni frorri 
the .laboratory, 


and the. collection of the sample- 
must be made by or under the dir- 
ection of that official. 
Under these 


conditions the test will be mare 
free of charge. The containers are 
sent out by express, at the expense 
of the shipper, in specially prepar- 
ed boxes so that the sample can 
easily be_iced for shipment.
